The Pain that Follows Abortion

Post abortion trauma is a women's struggle to express 
and work through her thoughts and feelings about her 
pregnancy and abortion, and her striving to come to 
peace with herself and others (including God) over her 
choices and losses. 



Many women we see at Gateway have had past 
abortions. There are some who rationalize their decision 
and make statements like "you've got to do what you've 
got to do" while others are deeply affected and open up 
their hearts and seek help. 

Sad to say they are few so when we receive a phone call 
from such a woman who is suffering from abortions 
aftermath, or one of our clients agree to begin to work 
through her pain , we are there for her . 

We offer to the women, a bible study, and we see the 
Spirit of God working in her life , bringing comfort and 
healing to her., .because whom the Son sets free is free 
Indeed... John 8:36

Some of the emotional affects of abortion are: 

Re-experiencing the abortion through memories 
or flashbacks. Feeling emotionally numb. 
Feeling overwhelmed by or diminished interest 
in performing normal tasks. 
Depression/uncontrollable crying/ isolating 
oneself from family and friends, avoiding social 
situations. 

Some women rely on alcohol or drugs to numb 
the pain. 

Sleep disturbances. Eating Disorders (anorexia, 
bulimia) 

Feeling afraid and a sense of doom about the 
future. Feelings of helplessness/ remorse. 
Desire to replace the baby... and the list goes 
on.... 

There are physical effects as well. Some women will 
experience some of these symptoms, others will experience 
most of them...
